MARSHAL NAGLE. 
H e A sks the Court to Give Him a Speedy 
Trial. 
S an F rancisco, August 27th.—Judges 
Sawyer and Sabiu, sitting on the United 
States Circuit bench, probably never looked 
down upon a larger representation of the 
legal profession than that which gathered 
in the United States Circuit Court this 
morning to listen to the legal arguments 
upon the question of jurisdiction in the 
Nagle case. 
Anticipating a long argument, the Court­ 
room tables had been arranged into a long 
continuous one, to accommodate the pile 
of legal documents and authorities which 
are always necessary in such cases. But, 
contrary to expectations, although both 
sides of the case were represented by a 
dozen or so of the best of the profession, 
there was nothing to indicate a probable 
legal argument of an extensive nature. 
The representatives from Stockton, 
headed by Attorney Turner, had evidently 
come into Court to argue the case from 
tbeir only point, that of lack of jurisdiction 
of the Federal Courts, while the attorneys 
of the petitioner were present with some 
new idea shaped into a' motion to present 
to the Court for consideration. 
Justice Field occupied his former seat in 
the jurors’ box, and Nagle, his guardian, 
sat quietly by the side of his attorneys. 
Alter the Court had been opened and 
sileDce strictly enlorced, attorney Woods of 
Stockton, on behalf of Sheriff Cunningham 


Near, anti one of the firm whose warehouse 
at Port Costa was destroyed yeslerday, re­ 
turned from the scene of the tire this morn­ 
ing."Some of the wheat which was in the 
warehouse,” said Mr. Bowles, “will not 
prove a total loss. I’art of the structure 
was built on piles, while part was on filled 
ground.

We are going right ahead to put up a new 
warehouse upon plans which are based on 
ideas gained by our twelve years' experi­ 
ence. Mr. McNear has already ordered 
from Puget Sound the lumber necessary 
for the new structure, and about half of it 
will be shipped in a few days. We have 
forty carpenters and one hundred laborers 
already on the ground and are clearing 
away the debris. The building, even to 
the pile foundations, will be entirely new.” 
“Why do you not build an elevator simi­ 
lar to those they have in the East?” was 
asked. 
“I was discussing tbat coming down in 
the cars this morning,” replied Mr. Bowles. 
"The principal reason is tnat on account of 
our climate we do not need them on this 
coast. The farmers here can sack their 
grain and stack it up in the fields, leaving 
it there for three or four months without 
any danger. In the East the growers are 
obliged to get their wheat under cover im­ 
mediately, and it is cheaper aud quicker to 
handle it in bulk. Another reason is that 
the voyage across the Atlantic is very 
short, and there are vessels especially built, 
with compartments for carrying grain, so 
the wheat can be shipped in bulk. From 
here the voyage is a great deal longer, and 
if the grain were shipped in bulk in the 
vessels without compartments the cargo 
would be very apt to shift and founder the 
vessel.” 
DEMPSEY KNOCKED OUT. 
La ltlanche Puts H im to Steep in the 
Tliirty-Secom l Round. 
S an F rancisco, August 27th.—The new 
quarters of the Calitornia Athletic Club 
were opened this evening, and an immense 
crowd was present to witness the much- 
talked of Dempsey-La Blanche contest for 
a purse of $5,500—$500 to the loser. 
,_ 
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had complied with the order coming from 
his superior officers to release Justice Field 
from custody, and now desired to make his 
return to the Court. 
Attorney Mesick then suggested that, as 
J ustice Field had been released from cus­ 
tody, it was but natural that the proceed­ 
ings against him should be considered as a 
reason for the habeas corpus case being also 
quashed, and requested the Court to do so. 
No objection was interposed by the oppos­ 
ing counsel, and the case against the Asso­ 
ciate Justice of the United States Supreme 
Court, which had cast so much discredit 
upon its instigators, was accordingly dis­ 
missed from the calendar of the Court. 
Judge Sawyer, however, did not issue his 
order to that effect without some comment, 
which was of a rather severe nature. He 
said: 
We are glad that the prosecution ol Mr. Jus­ 
tice Field has beeu dismissed, founded as it was 
upon the sole, reckless and, as to him. mani­ 
festly false affidavit of one whose relation to the 
matters leading to the tragedy, and whose ani­ 
mosity towards the Courts aud Judges who 
have found it tbeir duty to decide against her 
aud especially towards Mr. Justice Field, is á 
part of the judicial aud notorious public history 
of the country. 
It was, under the circumstances, and upon 
the sole affidavit produced, especially after the 
Coroner’s inquest, so far as Mr. Justice Field is 
concerned, a shameless proceeding, and as in­ 
timated by the Governor of the Commonwealth, 
if it had been further persevered in would have 
been a lasting disgrace to the State. 
While a Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, like every other citizen, is amen­ 
able to the laws, he is not likely to commit so 
grave an offense as murder, and should he be so 
unfortunate as to be unavoidably involved in 
any way iu a homicide he could not afford to 
escape, if it were in his power to do so; and 
when the act is so publicly performed bv an­ 
other, as in this instance, and is observed by so 
many witnes-es, the officers of the law should 
certainly have taken some little pains to ascer­ 
tain the facts before proceeding to arrest so dis­ 
tinguished a dignitary and to attempt to incar­ 
cerate him prison with felons or to put him in 
a position to be further degraded and perhaps 
assaiflted by one so violent as to be publicly re­ 
ported, not only then but on numerous previous 
occasions, to have threatened his life. 
, 
We are extremely gratified to find that, 
through the action of the Chief Magistrate and 
the Attorney-General, a h gher officer of the 
law, we shall be spared the necessitv of farther 
inquiring as to the extent of the remedy afforded 
the distinguished petitioner by the Comtitution 
and laws of the United fctale*, or of enforcing 
such remedies as exist, and that the stigma cast 
upon the State of California by this hasty, and 
to call it by no harsher term, ill advised a r­ 
rest will not be intensified by lurther prosecu­ 
tion. 
Since the State proceeding has been dismissed, 
let the petitioner be discharged aud the writ of 
habeas corpus dismissed. 
The Nagle case wa3 then called. To the 
surprise of the opposing counsel, attorney 
Mesick, on behalf of bis client, asked that 
•lie Court set a date for the hearing of the 
case, as his client desired to waive all pre­ 
liminary examinations and agreements as 
to the side issues of the case, and be tried 
on the charge upon which he was being 
held by the authorities. Attorney Mesick, 
in making his motion, did so in a manner 
to cause it to be believed that the question 
of jurisdiction bad already been settled, 
and, as might be expected, attorney Tur­ 
ner was on his feet in a moment, remintl- 
iug the Court that this question had not as 
yet been settled. 
“It is an unheard of proceeding,” said he. 
“The learned counsel for the petitioner 
ignore the State Courts in one case and in 
another of a similar nature accept its 
rulings. The opposing counsel have pro­ 
ceeded in accordance with the State Jaws

This A dm inistration W ill G uard A gainst 
any F in an cial P anic. 
W ash in g to n , August 27th.—The atten­ 
tion of Acting Secretary Bacheller of the 
Treasury Department was this morning 
called to a dispatch from New York stating 
that a syndicate with $10,000,000 capital 
had been formed to force up the price of 
bonds, which the Government is now buy­ 
ing. He said: "If such a syndicate has 
been attempted we at least know that it 
has failed. We yesterday bought $2,000,000 
worth of bonds at our own price, $128. We 
bought the same amount to-day at the 
same price. There is no stringency in the 
money market.” 
“That may be the case now, but how 
will the country stand when it comes to 
moving the crops and cash is absolutely 
demanded without delay?” was asked. 
"This Administration will allow no 
financial panic that can be prevented dur­ 
ing its existence,” said Secretary Bacheller, 
with significance, “and it can be depended 
upon to relieve the stringency in the 
money market at any time there are indi­ 
cations of a crisis.”

the tr ia l. 
W ash in g to n , August 27th —The report 
made by W. F. Smith, inspector ot the 
preliminary trial trips in San Francisco 
Bay, has been received by the Naval De­ 
partment. Iu the course ot his report Mr. 
Smith says: “I have the honor to report 
that the Charleston was docked on the 
14th inst. and came Out on the 16th inst. 
New propeller blades were put on and the 
hull cleaned and painted. On the 17th 
inst., as already reported by telegraph, the 
ship was run in the bay lor five hours, a 
distance of about 55 knots, (he course be­ 
ing from Hunter's Point to Red Rock, 13 
knots, and return. The engines were 
starred at 50 revolutions, and the speed 
gradually increased to 94 per minute. 
The steam pressure was 80 pounds, 
receiver 17 pounds, absolute vacuum 26 
inches. The engines workeu well, with no 
signs of heating, save a very slight increase 
of temperature in two rings of the port 
thrust beams, vv hich was tasily controlled. 
On the 18th inst. the i-hip was run over the 
same course tor abont five hours at an in­ 
creased engine speed, the highest number 
of revolutions being 104 a minute. The 
machinery worked satisfactorily. 
The 
same vacuum was maintained. On the 
19th the ship was run four trials over the 
course, steaming in all seven and three- 
quarter hours and made thirteen knots in 
lorty-niiutites, being at the rate of 18.57 
knots per hour. For more than six hours 
the engine speed was 100 revolutions per 
minute higher, and for two and one-half 
hours the speed averaged 109 revolutions. 
The greatest speed was 112 for the port en­ 
gine and 114 for the starboard eugiue. Ow­ 
ing to the inferior coal used, the steam 
pressure could not be kept higher than 
eightv-live pounds, though the tire rooms 
were closed two and one-half hours. The 
blowers run at 300 revolutions, making a 
pressure of one iuch of water.”

M 
reason for so doing is I am strongly in 
pressed with the idea that the who] 
trouble grows out of methods and pui 
poses of the Seamen's Unicn of San Frar 
cisco. It appears to be organized for th 
purpose of controlling the conduct an 
employment of Eeamen on this coast to th 
end that ships shall be navigated in th 
interest and at the pleasure of the for« 
castle without any reference to the right 
and interests of the owners. Acting o 
this anarchical idea ihese libelants undei 
took to run the master, and prescribed th 
‘medicine’ for his refusal to submit to thei 
dictation by loitering aud trifling over thei 
work in discharging the cargo at the ex 
pense of the ship ”

THE BLACK DIAM OND. 
It is Now A sserted that She is Not a 
Canadian Y’essel. 
W ash ing to n, August 27th.—If the un­ 
official rumor which has reached the State 
Department is confirmed, it will give an 
almost comical effect to the angry remon­ 
strance of the Canadians against the opera­ 
tion of the revenue cutter Rush in Behring 
Sea. The story is to the effect that the 
steam sealer Black Diamond, the first ves­ 
sel seized this year, is owned, in a large 
degree, if not entirely, by citizens of the 
United Slates. This information came to 
the department incidentally while an in­ 
quiry was being made into the truth of 
tne statement that the United States Vice­ 
Consul at Victoria was interested largely in 
some of the colonial vessels illegally seal­ 
ing in Behring Sea, which statement so far 
has not been officially confirmed. 
Dishonest Postm aster. 
W ashingion, August 27th—There is a 
strong likelihood that some Postmaster in 
California will be up before the United 
States Commissioner ere long. The check­ 
ing division of the General Postoffice has 
discovered that a certain Postmaster has 
been systematically altering money orders 
issued by his office, so that he has made 
several thousand dollars. The rase was 
put into the hands of the Chief Postoffice 
Inspector some ten days ago, and he has 
directed inspectors at ban Francisco to pro­ 
ceed to the office named and make an in­ 
vestigation. The Postoffice authorities re­ 
fuse at this time to divulge the name of 
the Postmaster or the postoffice.

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7-AILR0AD STATISTICAL HISTORY. 


The introduction to Poor’s Manual of 
Railroads for 1888 is rich in interesting 
statistics. 
We find that the gross miles of 
track in our system is 156,081.52, or about 
one-half of the railroad mileage of the 
world. 
We have built 121,000 miles of 
.rack since lh05, and 7,000 miles are cred­ 
ited to last year alone. It is disclosed, 
also, that the traffic for 1888 exceeded 
tiiat of any previous year, while the rates 
were the lowest, or hut 1 cent per ton per 
mile for freight, and only a small fraction 
over 2 cents per mile for passenger carry­ 
ing. The gross earnings were $19,000,000 
more in 1888 than in 1887; but at the 
same time it is shown that the net earn­ 
ings fell ofi something in excess of $33,­ 
000,000. 
The augmented business, there­ 
fore, meant more employment for labor 
and a decline in the dividend capacity of 
the roads. 
I lie lesson of these figures is 
obvious, that increased business in the 
year, under the spirit of hot competition, 
worked a decline in the stock values of 
the companies. The liabilities of all the 
companies owning all the lines in the ag­ 
gregate first given amount to$9,C07,4S7,309, 
while the assets amount to $9,873,970,372, 
or an excess of assets of $200,483,063. 
In

a'.eeed the 
liabilities of the compan­ 
ies $49,171,269, as against $45,095,158 
in 
1887.

miles of railroad, hut to 1887 it raised that

I pon this coast, including Ne­ 
vada, I tah, Arizona and Idaho, we had in 
1880 5,12S miles of railroad; in 1886 we 
had increased the figure to 10,920.82. 
Be­ 
tween 1877 and 1888, inclusive, the loco­ 
motives in the United States increased in 
number from 15,911 to 29,398. 
in 1882 
the passengers carried by rail in the United 
States numbered 289,030,783, who rode 
over 7,483,059 miles. 
In 1888 451.353,055 
passengers traveled over 11,190,613,679 
miles of railroad in the United States. 
An interesting table that throws light 
upon important factors in successful rail­ 
roading is that which shows the ratio of 
railroad mileage in the several groups to 
population and to areas. Thus, while in 
New England there arc 685, and in the 
Middle States * , 2, and in the Southern 
States 735 people to the mile of railroad, 
upon the Pacific coast, where the cost of 
operation is greater, there are but 389 peo- 
y>le to the mile of railroad. In the New 
England >tates there are 12.9, in the Mid­ 
dle 9.9, in the \\ est 30.7 and in the South 
51.4 square miles of territory to one mile 
of railroad ; in the Pacific States there are 
209 square miles of area to every mile of 
railroad. 
Similar interesting statistics 
from the volume might lie quoted at great 
length, but those given are suggestive of 
.wportant truths taken in connection with 
the chfei historical events of the country 
oeiween 1865 and 1889.

The fact is, th at the press of 
New York did say that if the Generul 
was buried in th at city the people of the 
metropolis would erect a monument to his 
memory, and a fund for th at purpose was 
started by the press, the New York Star 
notably leading. 
But New York, as a 
city, made no pledges in the case. 
The 
body was entombed at Riverside because 
Mrs. G rant chose to have it placed there, 
near her own home. 
General G rant was 
not a New York man—he was National in 
service, fame and the honors showered 
upon him. 
I t is the right thing, there­ 
fore, for the nation to do to erect his 
monument, and that, too, w hether it is 
built at W ashington or in New York city. 


M r . D e p e w proposes that if w e hold a 
W orld’s F air in 1892, the United States 
shall do as the French have done—absorb 
most of the space and crowd other nations 
into small quarters. 
This is bad advice. 
It is a proposed retaliation th at in the 
end will make the W orld’s F air simply a 
local exposition.

If we have a Fair, 
let us show to the nations of Europe that 
we are not actuated by any narrow mo­ 
tives; let it he a W orld’s F air in fact as 
well as in nam e; in truth, we should 
rather put ourselves in the background. 
If it is to be understood th at the U nited 
States was to absorb the most of the space, 
premiums and glory, foreign nations will 
refrain from exhibiting w ith us at all. 
Because France has not dealt fairly in the 
m atter of her exposition, is all the more 
reason why we should project ours upon a 
broad scale and in the most liberal and 
unselfish spirit. 


T h e new Indian Commissioner, Mr.

FOLSOM AND VICINITY. 


T h e B ig D am A cross th e R iv er—W ater 
for O ran ge V ale—E tc. 
[Telegraph, August 24th.] 
The river is lower than it has been for a 
num ber of seasons. 
Samuel J. Robinson is the nam e of the 
gate-keeper of the Folsom Prison. The 
position was formerly held by Thomas 
Chambers. 
On Sunday next the postoffice at this 
place will he taken possession of by C. L. 
Ecklon, and will be removed across the 
street into the shop adjoining the Granite 
Meat Market, now occupied 
by Judge 
Sturges. 
Thos. Stevenson was at Sacramento con­ 
sulting some of the surgeons there on his 
case. 
They diagnosed m alignant carci­ 
noma, and told him there was no hope for 
his recovery, to go home and be as comfort­ 
able as possible until the end came. 
The num ber of convicts now employed 
on the big dam is four hundred. Soraeof 
them are very proficient in the work they 
have to do, and have acquired a knowledge 
regarding work of this character that will 
enable them to earn a good, honest liv in g 
on their release if they are so inclined. 
_ On Saturday la s t the w a te r w a s turned 
into the irrigating pipes on th e Orange Vale 
colony la n d fo r the first tim e to r the p u r ­ 
p o se o f testing them . The te s t was in 
every way satisfactory to the company, a s 
everything worked well. The source of 
water fo r this colony is D ra c tic a lly in e x - 
haustable. 
John L. House, who has been doing some 
business in connection with the boom in 
the river, informs us that the work is pro­ 
gressing in good style. There is now an 
abundance of stone for use in the work, 
and it is being utiliz'd in good shape. An­ 
drew Burnett, of Springfield, Ohio, has full 
charge of the work, and is an experienced 
man in matters of the kind. The work of 
construction is being pushtd ahead rapidly, 
and the boom will tie finished on time. 
Much work on the dam has been done 
this past week. 
W hen all the necessary 
fixings are completed the energies of the 
full force will be directed to the prosecu­ 
tion cf the work of building the dam, and 
at least fifty per cent, more will be accom­ 
plished in a day than now. 
A railroad 
track has been laid along the back of the 
dam, and across the river, and cars loaded 
with rocks will be ron over it. There have 
been two courses of stone laid in the pap 
this week, and two courses on the top of 
the dam. A small buttress to strengthen 
the dam where a large volume of water 
will fall when the 
water 
flows over, 
has been constructed this week, and a new 
derrick erected. The m aking of the rail­ 
road track and bridge, and the placing of 
derricks, has taken up a great deal of time, 
and now that nearly all the work of this 
kind has been done, the most im portant 
work will go ahead much better, aud more 
can he accomplished. 


F orm ation o f S ch ool I>istrict*.

Such new districts, however, can- 
n Jt he f irmed at any other lime than be­ 
t seen January 1st aud May 10th. [áee 
Section 1577.]" 


S an gu in ary C onflict B e tw e e n a C ouple o f 
R ailroad S w itch m en . 
About a quarter past 12 o’clock last night 
there was a lively commotion on K street, 
between Third and Fourth. First a police 
whistle sounded about m idway of the 
block, and presently a pistol shot came 
from Fourth and K streets. The latter, it 
turned out, was caused by an officer drop 
ping his weapon on the pavement while 
flying to answer the whistle-blast. The 
pistol shot drew a large crowd from all di­ 
rections, and the cause of the commotion 
soon became apparent. 
Iu the well-lighed International Hotel 
Restaurant there could be seen a lively 
battle in progross. It was difficult to tell, 
from the street, how m any comha’ants 
were engaged in it, as the air was filled 
with flying bottles, casters, pepper-satice, 
W orcestershire sauce, and all the usual 
adornm ents of a modern 
eating-house 
table. 
Officer Cunningham and special 
officer May ran into the room and the 
fighters (two in num ber) separated. One 
of 
them , E. 
Roe, 
broke away 
from 
the officer and rushed up stairs, and while 
Cunningham and May followed him , the 
other, Ed. Boylan, ran out the back wav, 
where he was afterward found by officers 
Lowell and Cunningham washing the gore 
from his head, hands and clothes. Roe 
had in the m eantim e been captured up 
stairs and taken to the police station by 
officer Franks and special May. Both were 
found to be badly cut and gashed by 
broken glassware, Boylan being the worst 
injured, as his left wrist bore an ugly-look- 
ing wound. 
They were booked for dis­ 
turbing the peace, but will probably prose­ 
cute one another on more serious charges. 
It appears that both are switchmen, em ­ 
ployed in the same gang in the railroad 
yards, and had gone to the restaurant for 
their supper. 
Boylan stated that Roe

Before being locked up at the 
prison they exchanged complim ents and 
seemed desirous of renewing the battle, but 
there were too m any officers on band, and 
the affair was postponed.

IRRIGATED GRAPES. 


T h e S p len d id P rice T h ey a re B rin gin g In 
N ew Y ork. 
R. D. Stephens was asked by a R e c o rd - 


U n io n reporter yesterday what was the 
present condition of the fruit m arket in the 
L ist, and replied; 
"I know nothing about 
it except through m y own shipm ents, the 
results of which are proving entirely satis­ 
factory. I received advices to-day that my 
Tokays, in double crates, brought $5 50 in 
New Y ork ytsterday, an advance of fiftv 
cents per crate over the last report. That, 
of course, is a very good figure. 
W hile on 
this subject I would like to say, íd regard 
to the report tn the R e c o r d-U nion* of Mon­ 
day, that I was misunderstood. 
I did not 
intend to convey the idea that properlv 
irrigated grapes are inferior in any sense to 
those not irrigated. On the contrary I con­ 
sider them superior in all respects, not 
only in regard to size and color, but also in 
flavor.” 
Mr. Stephens is a thorough believer in 
irrigation, and says that without it the best 
results caonot be obtained, though be ad­ 
m its that water is often injudiciously used 
to the detrim ent of fruit. The fact is that 
the growing vine needs plenty of steady and 
natural nourishm ent, just the same* as a 
growing calf or pig. 
No one will deny that 
if a young calf has plenty of good m ilk to 
drink its meat will be better in all respects 
than that of one that has been “ stinted.” 
The same rule applies to the vine and its 
fruit. If the vine has plenty of water at 
the proper time, the fruit will be larger, of 
better color and richer flavor. 
Yesterday’s reports from New Y'ork show 
that Mr. Stephens’ Tokays brought $5 50 
per doable crate, and his Malvoises $4 20 
per double crate, while at the same sale 
other Tokays sold at from $1 to $1 35 per 
single crate, and Malvoises at $1 35 per sin­ 
gle crate. A single crate should bring at 
least half as m uch as a double, if the fruit is 
of the same quality, but in this instance it 
is evident that there m ust have been a great 
difference in the grapes.

The Sixteenth N ational Conference of 
Charities and Correction will convene in 
San Francisco on W ednesday evening, 
September 11th, and rem ain in session u n ­ 
til W ednesday evening, September 18th. 
The object of the Conference is to obtain 
and diffuse information respecting benevo­ 
lent, charitable, penal and reformatory 
work. 
It has no legislative or executive 
power, and does not formally express any 
united opinion upon the subjects discussed. 
Ail members o! Boards of State charities, 
all trustees and officers of all benevolent, 
charitable, penal and reformatory institu­ 
tions and societies, and all officials engaged 
in 
benevolent 
and reformatory 
work 
throughout the United States, are ex officio 
members of the Conference, and are cor­ 
dially invited. 
Invitation is also extended 
to others not connected with any charitable 
organization or institution, who are act­ 
ively engaged or interested in charitable or 
reformatory work, to attend the sessions 
and take part in the deliberations. 
The programme embodied in this circu­ 
lar is ot unusual interest, covering a wide 
range of topics to be discussed by those 
whose study aud experience entitle them 
to speak with authority. It is an oppor­ 
tunity never before presented to this com­ 
munity and one which noone interested in 
hum an welfare can afford to neglect. 
A large num ber of delegates from the 
East have enrolled their names, and it is 
hoped that California and the Pacific coast 
will be represented at the meeting.

CONE AND THE POLICE. 


JUDGE BUCKLEY LISTENS TO VOLUMES 


OF INTERESTING TESTIMONY. 


C o n e H a n d le d W ith o u t G lo v es—E d d y is

A Patti concert could not have attracted 
a larger or more attentive audience than 
that which crowded into the Police Court 
yesterday to witness the first grand legal con­ 
flict between the police force and the pri­ 
vate detective agency run by W. W. Cone. 
The case was that of Frank Eddy, one of 
Cone’s men, who was arrested last week by 
Chief of Police Lee for vagrancy and carry­ 
ing a concealed weapon. Hiram Johnson 
represented the defense, and E. C. Hart ap­ 
peared as special attorney for the prosecu­ 
tion. 
A jury had been previously demanded 
by the defense, but was waived shortly be­ 
fore the examination began. By agree­ 
ment the charge of vagrancy was first taken 
up. 
The first witness called for the people 
was police officer Carroll. He testified that 
he Knew Eddy, and bad seen him roaming 
about the streets at all hours of the day 
and night during the past seven or eight 
months, apparently without any occupa­ 
tion or visible means of support; that he 
mingled among known thieves and dis­ 
reputable characters. 
“Name some of the disreputable char­ 
acters you have seen him in company 
w ith,” said Mr. Johnson upon opening the 
cross-examination. 
“Well, 1 have seen him frequently with 
the notorious Strauss brothers and with 
Cone.” 
“Have you any feeling against Cone or 
men under him ?" was Mr. Johnson’s 
question. 
Attorney Hart objected on the ground 
the matter was immaterial to the 


“Wei!,” said Mr. Johnson, rising, “we 
may just as well settle this thing right 
here. We propose to show that a con­ 
spiracy exists on the part of the police to 
throw Cone and everv man under him in 
jail and break up their business. We will 
show that the police well knew the voca­ 
tion of these detectives, Eddy in particular, 
and in arresting him they committed one 
of the greatest of outrages.” 
The Court overruled Mr. Hart's objection, 
and the witness replied that he, nor the 
police in general, had any feeling in the 
matter whatever. He added, though, tnat 
orders had been issued at police headquar­ 
ters to arrest every person who was caught 
impersonating a police officer. This meant 
the private detectives. 
Policeman Agner gave similar testimony 
to that of officer Carroll. 
Tim Snyder, who works on a ranch a 
short distance out of town, was then called 
and related the substance of a conversa­ 
tion between himself and Eddy in May 
last. In that conversation Eddy made a 
proposition to the witness that they go 
into the mountains and engage in the coun­ 
terfeiting business. They met again after­ 
wards and Eddy again urged him to join 
with him in the nefarious business, this 
time suggesting that they could make the 
bogus stuff right here in town, in the rear 
of Dick Reed's saloon, near Twenty-third 
and S streets. 
Snyder was subjected to a most searching 
cross-examination by Mr. Johnson, but 
Stuck to his story throughout. 
Policeman Rider gave testimony to the 
same effect as that given by Carroll and 
Agner. When asked wbat disreputable 
characters he had seen Eddy in company 
with he mentioned the Strauss brothers. 
“Who are they?” asked Mr. Hart. 
“Oh, they 're uotorious thieves. One of 
them is in the penitentiary now and the 
other is awaiting examination in Wood­ 
land for felon C. ’ 
“Ever see Eddy with any other known 
thieves?” 
“ Well, nobody, except Cone.” 
Attorney Johnson bounded to his feet, 
looking very mad. “Why did you make 
that remark 
he demanded of the witness 
in a loud voice. 
“ Because it's the truth,” replied Rider 
coolly. 
“ How do you know that it is?” 
“ He has been convicted of petty lar­ 
ceny.” 
“ Does that make him a thief?” 
I don't see what else it could make 
him. If I had been convicted of petty lar­ 
ceny I certainly should consider myself a 
thief.” 
'' Yon are very bitter against Cone and 
his men, are you not?” 
“ No ; cone particularly. I look upon 
Eddy as a suspicious character, though.” 
“ Why ?” 
“ On account of his looks.” 
“ You are a reader of character then, are 
you?” 
“ Well, partly. I have been in the police 
business for nine years, and I ought tobe 
able to pick out thieves by this time.” 
Officer Rider was then excused, and Geo. 
Johnson, a rancher near Hicksville, was 
called to the stand. Johnson stated that 
Eddy had approached him on a similar 
proposition as that detailed by Tim Snyder 
—to go into the counterfeiting business. At 
the conclusion of this witness’ testimony a 
recess was taken until the afternoon. 
At the afternoon session I’aquon Mc­ 
Dowell to k the stand and testified that, 
during April last, he had frequently seen 
Eddy hanging around the notorious’ Cali­ 
fornia Home, tin I-’ront street. 
Wiley Cole’s testimony was to the effect 
that bimseif, Eddy and the Strauss broth­ 
ers were engaged in conversation several 
months ago. when the subject of “holding 
up” people was discussed. Eddy, he said, 
said it was a "good plan” and that there 
was money in it. Witness said that at the 
time of this conversation he was not aware 
of the bad character of theStrauss brothers, 
and, not liking Eddy’s style, advised the 
brothers not to have anything to do with 
him, because he thought he was a hard 
case. 
Richard Reed, now a painter, and for­ 
merly a saloon-keeper, was another witness 
to whom Eddy had made overtures regard­ 
ing the counterfeiting business. Reed said 
he spurned Eddy's proposition with scorn. 
Eddy's idea was. he said, that Snydei, 
Johnson. R-rd and several others should 
go in together in the business and get rich. 
“ You boys finally suspected that Eddy 
was a detective, didn’t you?” asked attor­ 
ney Johnson. 
Well, we put him down as a spotter.” 
“ But not a detective ?” 
“ No.” 
“ Do vou know what a detecrive is? ’ 
“ Well, he Í9 supposed to be a peace of­ 
ficer—one who keeps people out of crime 
instead of leading them into it.” 
“ Ob. no, that’s not it,” said Mr. John­ 
son, laughing. “ You are thinking of that 
old, obsolete definition of a police officer.” 
Reed was excused from the stand, and 
the prosecution rested its case. 
In his opening statement for the defense 
attorney Johnson called the attention of 
the Court and the prosecution to a fatal 
omission made by the latter in preparing 
its case, namely, an omission to prove that 
Eddy was not a California Indian—which 
the law demands before a conviction for va­ 
grancy can be had. Mr. Johnson waived 
this technicality, however, and stated that 
they were going to try the case on its mer­ 
its. 
He 
would show up a conspiracy 
in the police force to down the Law 
and Order League, and to down the detec­ 
tives employed by that organization. He 
would prove, that not only was Eddy not a 
vagrant, but that he had worked for a liv­ 
ing continuously for several years, both in 
this city and el-’ewhere. He said he would 
show, too, that after Eddy had been ar­ 
rested he bad been refused communication 
with his wife, with his attorney, and with 
his friends, by the police. 
W. W. Cone was then called as a wit­ 
ness. He testified that E Idy had been em­ 
ployed con innously by him as a private de­ 
tective since December last. Some months 
ago it was believed that a gang of counter­ 
feiters were <i()er»ting in this citv, and the 
witness detailed E Idy to look the matter 
up. The cjunterteiters were suspected to 
be a gang that Cone termed the “Solid 
Fourteen,” which was composed of Dick 
Reed, Geo. Johnson, Tim Snyder, “Black 
Joe,” and others. Eddy got into the confi­ 
dence of these*,.ten and reported progress. 
They discovered afterwards, however] that 
he was a detective, and in consequence 
nothing wss accomplished in the wav of 
bringing them to justice. 
Cone wa« subjected to a harassing cross­ 
examination by attorney Hart. 
In re­ 
sponse to the tatter's questions be stated 
that he paid E idy $.50 a month as a reg­ 
ular salary, but besides this Eddy rpceived 
e “commission ’ in the ca*es he worked up. 
“I believe you call yourseif a detective, 
do you not 7 ’ asked Mr. Halt. 
“ Ye3, sir.” 
“By what authority?” 
“By authority of articles ct incorporation 
filed in this State.” 


“Filed when ?” 
“In August, 18S6.” 
“Where?” 
“ With the Secretary of State. Five of 
us started it, but I have bought the others 
all out.” 
“Have you ever been arrested fo r 
” 
“Hold on there, I object," exclaimed Mr. 
Johnson, springing to his feet. “The only 
question that can be asked is whether or 
not he has ever 
been convicted of a 
felony.” 
Judge Buckley sustained the objection, 
and Cone was excused from the stand. 
The defense then called a number of wit­ 
nesses who testified that Eddy had always 
borne a good character, so far as they 
knew. Among these was Edward Konig, 
a carpenter, who stated that he, too, was a 
Cone detective. He had paid Clone $50 for 
the privilege of wearing a badge and hunt­ 
ing up criminals. 
Mrs. W. W. Cone testified that Eddy was 
regularly employed as a private detective 
by her husband, and she exhibited receipts 
she had received from Eddy for his salary. 
She invariably paid the money over to 
Eddy. 
Several witnesses were summoned to im ­ 
peach the testimony of Dick Reed, and 
more were called to testify as to Eddy’s 
good character. 
The defendant, Eddy, was then placed on 
the stand. He is a slim-built but muscu- 
lar-looking man, with black hair combed 
low on his forehead, and sports a heavy 
mustache dyed black. His make-up in

his left ear, and also wears the regulation 
dark flannel shirt and loose necktie. In 
giving his testimony he first told his career 
in Springfield, Mo., where he worked in 
the railroad shops, and his subsequent re­ 
moval to Kansas City, where he engaged in 
the detective business. Upon arriving in 
this city he went to work in the railroad 
shops, and afterward for Cone as a detect­ 
ive, where, he said, he had been employed 
ever since. 
He exhibited letters from 
prominent Eastern men in support of his 
character. 
Upon cross-examination he denied that 
he ever made any propositions to Johnson, 
Reed or Snyder to go into the counterfeit­ 
ing business, but on the contrary, it was 
they who first mentioned it. He joined the 
gang for the purpose of gaiDing evidence 
against them. 
In rebuttal, the prosecution called numer­ 
ous witnesses to impeach the testimony of 
Cone. YV. W. Coons, Under Sheriff, testi­ 
fied that Cone’s reputation was very bad. 
“Who have you ever heard say that?” 
demanded Mr. Johnson. 
“Well, I have heard Grove L. Johnson, 
J. J. Campbell, Galt; Russ Stephens. Mr. 
Tracy of Wells, Fargo & Co., and M. Mil­ 
ler of the D. O. Mills Bank. Thev all say 
he’s no good.” 
Deputy Sheriff Coggswell gave similar 
testimony. So did policeman Agner and 
P. W. Cafferty. 
The last named gentleman was as ked to 
give some instances when Cone's reputa­ 
tion was discussed. “ Well,” he said, “I 
have heard it discussed a great many times, 
but I cannot lecall just now who the 
parties to the discussion were.” One in­ 
stance, however, he remembered vividly. 
That was an occasion when he was con­ 
versing with Major Anderson. Cone was 
the subject of the conversation. The Ma­ 
jor said : “Cone is no good. If it had not 
been for me he would now be in the State 
Prison on account of a certain transaction. 
I defended him, though, and saved him.” 
Chief of Police Lee was the last witness 
examined. He said he had always heard 
Cone’s reputation spoken of as being verv 
bad 
“ Y OU have some feeling against Cone, 
haven't you?” asked Mr. Johnson. 
“Yes, sir,” was the prompt reply. 
"Any against 
the Law 
and 
Order 
League?” 
"Not the least; but I have against the 
men it employs. It is because they are 
not fit men to hold such positions. In my 
opinion, all private detectives are nothing 
more than blackmailers. Now, I want to 
say right here what I have often said 
before. 
If the Law and Order League 
would only name some respectable persons 
for its officers, I would only be too happy 
to cast my vote with the Police Commis­ 
sioners to make them special police offi­ 
cers and give them authority to make ar­ 
rests. Complaints have come in frequently 
that people have been robbed in the streets 
by men pretending to be police-officers. 
There is a man now in’ the County 
Jail, held for trial m the Superior Court, 
for robbing a man of $207. He had on one 
of Cone's badges.” 
“Didn't you errest Eddy simply because 
be was one of Cent’s men ?” asked Mr. 
Johnson, 
“No, sir. I arrested him brcause I con­ 
sidered him a suspicious character. He 
had no visible means of support aud was 
representing himself as an officer, which I 
knew be had no authority to do.” 
Mr. Johnson, with considerable sarcasm, 
wanted to know how many arrests the po­ 
lice had made of saloon-keepers who had 
sold liquors to minors, and also how many 
gambling houses and lotteries were run­ 
ning at present, to all of which the Chief 
replied warmly, denying that be or his offi­ 
cers had neglected to do their duty. 
Both sides submitted the case’ without 
argument. 
Judge Buckley reviewed the testimony 
briefly. He said that of all the strong tes­ 
timony given there was none to overbal­ 
ance that estab'ished by the defense, viz., 
that Eddy had been employed bv Cone as 
a detective, and hence was not a vagrant. 
All the other testimony went for nothing 
in the face of this. Eddy was thereupon 
pronounced not guilty. 
Eddy will be examined to-day on the 
charge of carrying a concealed weapon. 


S h eriffs' T ra v e lin g E x p e n s e s , 
Attorney-General Johnson yesterday sent 
the following opinion to Alvin Fay, Dis­ 
trict Attorney of Kern county: 
“ Replying to your inquiry of the 8th 
instant, I have to say that where a man is 
committed for contempt of Court in your 
county, and a writ of habeas corpus is or­ 
dered to be issued by the Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Court, and made returnable 
before him at San Francisco, theSherifl of 
the county who is ordered to produce, and 
does produce, the prisoner before the Chief 
Justice, is entiiled to be allowed his neces­ 
sary traveling expenses by the Board of 
Supervisors of your county, under a proviso 
in Section 211 of the County Government 
Act, as last amended, to w it: ‘ And, pro­ 
vided further, that the Board of Supervi­ 
sors shall allow to the Sberifl his necessary 
expenses (or pursuing criminals or trans­ 
acting any criminal business without the 
bouudaries of his county.’ ”

TAKEN

QUININE COSTS TWO LIVES.

Adleberg Devendorf and Mrs. Anna 
Ziegler lo3t their lives on Monday night 
under circumstances peculiarly 
painful 
Devendorf had been visiting Mrs. Ziegler 
daring the evening at her residence, No. 
1,417 Twentieth street. The latter was not 
living with her husband, Louis Ziegler, to 
whom she was married last December, and 
it has been the belief of the neighbors that 
a mutual attachment existed between her 
and Devendorf. 
Mrs. Witl, a roomer, 
retired rather early—about 9 o’clock—and 
shortly 
afterward 
Mrs. Ziegler 
com­ 
plained ot 
having a chill. Devendorf 
suggested a dose of quinine, and Mrs. 
Ziegler produced a vial containing a white 
powder resembling that drug. Devendorf 
mixed two doses, saying he needed some 
himself, and he and Mrs. Ziegler each took 
one. Devendorf soon went home to the 
house ot his sister-in-law, Mrs. Charles 
Belnap, who resides at Twenty-second 
and P streets. 
Not long after he left Mrs. Ziegler’s 
house the latter was taken very ill and 
soon fell into convulsions. A physician 
was called, but the woman died about 11 
o’clock. 
While this sad scene was being enacted, 
another, equally tragic and painful, was 
in progress at the Belnap residence, where 
Devendorf lay in the throes of death and 
died at about the same hour that Mrs. 
Ziegler did. The Coroner was notified of 
the occurrence a little after midnight, and 
the bodies of both victims were brought to 
the Morgue. An inquest was held last 
evening, when the following facts were 
brought o u t: 


MABY DÜBACHER, 
The first witness called, said she lived at 
Twentieth and 0 streets, was acquainted 
with Mrs. Ziegler, and knew Devendorf by 
sight. About a year and a half ago witness 
threw away a bottle of medicine. On being 
shown a small vial containing a white 
powder, she said that was not the one she 
had thrown away. The bottle, containing 
a similar kind of powder to that shown, 
was afterward found in witness’ cellar by a 
little girl named Witt. Witness took it 
from the child, and was about to throw it 
into a vault, but Mrs. Ziegler said it was 
quinine, and said it would be nice to have 
sometime, and took it from witness. Never 
heard of the bottle afterward, and knew 
nothing concerning Mrs. Ziegler’s death. 


MBS. SABAH YOUNG 
Testified to an acquaintance with Mrs. 
Ziegler. Was in Mrs. Ziegler's house Mon­ 
day night a little after 9 o’clock to get some 
eggs, and left there about half-past 9. She 
was then as well as I ever saw her. 
Mr. 
Devendorf was there. About 10 o’clock 
went up stairs to retire and neard a terrible 
screaming. Mrs. Ziegler’s little girl called 
for witness to hasten in. that her mother 
was very sick. Found Mrs. Ziegler sitting 
on the floor, and asked her what was the 
matter. She replied she thought had taken 
some quinine, but wa3 afraid she had taken 
poison by mistake and was going to die. 
Witness gave her several emetics as rapidly 
as they could be prepared, but spasms 
came on, and a doctor was sent for. 
It was nearly 11 o’clock when he got 
there. He gave her remedies several times, 
but she continued to get worse, going from 
one spasm into another. It was about a 
quarter past 11 o'clock when she died. W it­ 
ness asked to see the bottle from which 
the supposed quinine was taken, and it was 
shown her. The little girl said it had been 
found in Mrs. Dubacher’s yard, and her 
mother supposed it was quinine. [Wit­ 
ness identified the bottle shown as the one 
seen at 
Mrs. 
Ziegler's.] 
About three 
months ago witness was called in by Mr3. 
Ziegler’s little giri, who said her mother 
was very ill. She went in and found Mrs. 
Ziegler suffering from cramp3. The latter 
said she had taken a little quinine. Gave 
her some liquor and she recovered. 


ELLA LA VINE, 
Daughter of Mrs. Ziegler, then told her 
story of the fatal occurrence as follows: 
Mr. Devendort called on Monday evening, 
and after a time said he felt sick,’and would 
go home and take some quinine. Mrs. 
Ziegler said she had some in the house, 
and went and got it. Mr. Devendorf asked 
for some water. He took some powder from 
the vial on the point of his knife three 
times, and placed it in his mouth and then 
drank the water. He then took some of 
the powder on the knife and gave it wit­ 
ness’ mother, who also took some water 
and swallowed it. After taking the pow­ 
der she remarked that she knew she 
would taste that bitter stuff all night. 
Mr. Devendort 
then went 
home, and 
her mother went into the kitchen for 
something, but sat down on the wood-box 
and commenced screaming. Witness got 
a pitcher of milk and told her mother to 
take a swallow, which she did. Witness 
then ran into the front room aud called 
Mrs. Witt, who roomed in the house. She 
came in and 
tried to raise 
witness’ 
mother, 
but 
could not, 
and to d 
witness to call 
Mrs. 
Young, 
which 
she did. [As to what followed, witne'S 
corroborated the statement of Mis Young, 
given above.] The little girl further slated 
that she was certain the time her mother 
was sick before she used the same medi­ 
cine, as there was none other in the house. 
Her mother, süe said, was 42 years of age, 
and a native of Germany. 


MBS. IDA 
F. WITT, 
Who resides at the house of deceased, was 
next sworn. She said she was home on 
Monday evening. Mr. Devendorf was in 
the sitting-room with Mrs. Ziegler and her 
daughter, but witness was not with them. 
Witness knew nothing of what happened 
until called in, when she found Mrs. Ziegler 
in spasms. She told witness she had taken 
quinine, and witness said, “ Why, quinine 
wouldn’t atlectyou in that way,” and Mis. 
Ziegler said that perhaps she liad taken too 
much. Mrs. Witt said she was thoroughly 
familiar with the house, aud was satisfied 
there was no other bottle of medicine in 
the house. She looked for one, but could 
find none other. Afrer Mrs. Ziegler's first 
spasm she said to witness : “ My God ! if 
this affects that poor man as i’t does me, 
may He have mercy on him, for he took 
more than I did !” 
Witness corroborated 
the testimony of former witnesses as to 
what followed. 


CHABLES BELNAP. 
Brother-in-law of Adelbert Devendorf, tes­ 
tified that he resided at Twenty-second and 
P streets. He had known him from child­ 
hood. Deceased was 47 years old last July, 
and was a native of New York State. Wit­ 
ness said he was reading a paper about a 
quarter past ten o’clock on Monday night, 
when deceased 
entered the room and 
dropped into a chair. Calling to his sister, 
he asked : “Mary, have you anything that 
will make me vomit? 1 am scared I Give 
it to me quick—I am suflering terribly ! ’ 
His sister asked him what he had been 
taking and where he liad been, and he said: 
“I took a dose of quinine.” She asked 
him where he got it Rnd he seemed tobe 
unable to think of the name. Witness 
asked him if he meant Mrs. Lavine’s, and 
deceased said yes, that was the place. His 
sister said, 
“ You couidn’t have 
taken 
quinine, 
as 
it 
would 
never 
have 
made 
yon sick 
in 
this way.” 
He 
said, 
“ Yes 
it 
was, 
for 
it 
was 
hitter. She 
took a dose, and so did I.” 
His sister gave him some remedy, and he 
staggered to the back porch and tried to 
vomit, and in a moment called them to 
come and help him in, as he could not 
walk. They took him in, and he sat in a 
chair. Witness said he would run and 
telephone tor a doctor, and did so. Was 
gone about fifteen minutes, and when he 
returned Devendorf was lying on the floor 
and breathing bis last, and died in a min­ 
ute or two after. Witness said that de- 
clased had never told him of Mrs. Ziegler 
having made any threats against him, but 
had said that she loved him, and if he ever 
deceived her she would not live an hour. 


STRYCHNINE OR ARSKNICj? 
The certificate of Dr. C. B. Nichols was 
then read, to the eflect that Mrs Zeigler 
had died from the effects of poisoning by 
strychnine. 
The Coroner stated, however, that Dr. 
Nichols discovered that the vial contained 
arsenic. 
THE VERPICT. 
The jury, after due deliberation, returned 
the following verdict: 
S acramento, August 27th. 
We, the undersigned jurors, summontd and 
sworn by the Coroner to inquire Into the cause 
of the death of said m-,n, do find. from the evi­ 
dence, tits name to be A delbert R evendón, a 
native ot New York Jag- d 12 yeais. and that lie 
carne to his death from au overdose o f strych- 
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■ nine, adm inistered by his own hand, by mistake 
■ for quinine.

A similar verdict was rendered in the 
case of Mrs. Ziegler. 
Mrs. Anna Ziegler, one of the victims of 
this deplorable accident, is highly spoken 
of by her neighbors, who indignantly scout 
the idea of her death, or that of Devendorf, 
having been the result of other than a mis­ 
take. 
Adelbert Devendorf, the other victim, 
was a native of New York, 47 years of age. 
He was a widower and had two children, 
one being 21 and the other 19 years of age. 
His wife died eighteen years ago and he 
has since been single. His mother, two 
sisters and four brothers reside at Grand 
Rapids, Mich., as do also his children. He 
came here from that place last January 
and worked at laying cement walks, car­ 
pentering and odd jobs. He was a Grand 
Army veteran.
